Why should we call forth such fear, 
such deadly hostility, such vehement 
denunciation, such fierce attacks, such 
streams of foul and putrid falsehood, 
such disregard of every principle of 
justice, and such plans for our over- 
throw and murder as are seen in 80 
many directions? 

Can this be accounted for by any 
thing in our teachings and conduct? 

Assuredly not.

are not alone as sinners, Every one 
knows there are other people who are 
admittedly guilty of such wrongs as 
we are accused of committing. If, 
therefore, the treatment we receive is 
due to the wrongs of which we are 
accused, but of which we delcare we 
are innocent, why is it that those who 
are really guilty of these evils, and 
deny them not, do not call forth the 
same anger and condemnation that 
are extended tous? If we are wicked, 
why should not the same treatment 
be extended to us that other wicked 
people receive? 

It is well known they are not hated 
and denounced as we are. 

It is clear, therefore, that wrong- 
doing by us is not the cause of the 
dislike and active hostility which we 
have to meet, and these effects cannot 
be accounted for in this way. 

There are deeper and more far- 
reaching causes than this or any others 
that are alleged to exist, for the con- 
flict that is going on. 

They are spiritual in their nature, 
and though unseen are nevertheless 
widely felt. They are as real and

For the last few months the subject 
of this religious faith has frequently 
come under discussion in these pages, 
and the public have been invited by 
Brother Williams and the local elders 


of the church worshiping in Swansea, 


to listen to lectures which have been 
iven by one of the twelve apostles— 
rother Teasdale, of Liverpool—to 
learn all about the creed of the Latter- 
day Saints, what was their history, 
and what were the trials and fierce 
rsecutions they have had to sustain 
— the last fifty years. It is really 


astounding, if not perplexing, to un- 
derstand why such fierce opposition 
and persecution have been manifested 
in Swansea to the Saints both before 
these lectures were delivered and 
after the flood of letters which have 
been written in the newspapers in ex- 
planation of their views, and in con- 
firmation of their faith and practice, 
The Latter-day Saints believe in the 
same Lord Jesus Christ as other pro- 
fessing Christians do.

This treasure, indispensable 
man’s happiness, can only be found 
inside the limits prescribed by law; 
never outside of them. Liberty is 
bounded by law, and this fact deter- 
mines their true relation. 

If a person is ever free and in the 
enjoyment of liberty, it is because law, 
or something superior to the law has 


made him so. All are amenable to pe 


law. There is no freedom from this 
condition. It is applicable to all in- 
telligent beings, and to all material 
things. Law prescribes our — 
limits our actions, determines an 
our liberties. A know- 
edge of law, therefore, is necessary to 
the enjoyment and due appreciation 
of liberty.

So far as our political liberties are 
concerned, they are secured to us by 
human enactments, and these laws 
framed by humanity in all its many 
stages or grades of civilization and 
experience, partake only of that de- 
gree of perfection that belongs to the 
people, tribe, or nation from which 
they emanate. They consequently 
differ very materially in the extent of 
the liberty guaranteed, and the free- 
dom which attaches to the exercise 
of those liberties, Those enjoyed un- 
der a republican form of government, 
such as that of the American people 
and nation, are generally esteemed 
above all others, as being best suited 
to the highest state and condition of 
civilized society. But while recog- 
nized as the 1 that humanity 
affords, it is not what is claimed for 
that higher law which is perfect and 
competent to secure all the liberty 
and freedom suited to a much higher 
state of civilization and intelligence 
than belong to earth. 


As one form of human government 
on earth is superior to another in 
securing these blessi 
to man, he is wise, and justified ohly 
when he chooses the best that coties 
to his knowledge and is attainable. 


It is written “the law of God is 
rfect”—a perfect law of liberty; 
— — the — to 

oose, and no intelligent being can 
ask or desire more. Liberty — law, 
perfect, full and complete in their 
application to humanity is the law we 
need to learn and the liberty we wish 


toe This law being perfect, will 
certainly give to man the fall enjoy-

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Paul’s exhortation to the people to 
“stand fast in the liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made you free,” partook 
largely of the spirit and inspiration of 
Him who preferred death to life with- 
out liberty. Those made free by the 
Son, who was the lawgiver, He de- 
clared free indeed. 

Now this great apostle was learned 
in the law, and reasoned with great 
force of argument to demonstrate the 
fact that there was a law of the spirit, 
adapted to the spiritual in man, su- 
perior to the law which governed the 
flesh; that one brought life and peace, 
while the other tended to death. 

One law governs the spiritually 
minded, and another law the carnally 
minded. The law of the spirit is 
God’s law, and when reason in man 
accepts the law and forms its judg- 
ment, he feels under obligations to 
Obey it. In this matter of obedience 
or disobedience no question of mo- 
tives can justify disobedience. The 
law requires obedience, and when a 
man begins to look about for motives 
to obey or disobey, he is guilty of dis- 
obedience, since he undertakes to 
decide whether he will or will not 
obey. The law precludes all question 
of motives. Law is God’s reason for 
human action. Motives are the 
devil’s reasons. The one degrades 
the other lifts up into the spiritual 
and the eternal. Motives have to do 
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with legislation, with law-making, but 
not with law-abiding. There may be 
reasons for changing law; but while 
in force it demands obedience, A 
free will, therefore, accord - 
ing to the true idea of liberty 
will always conform to the admit 
law of right, to the law of the spirit. 

Those who are governed by law—if 
by the law of God—may enjoy all the 
liberty of sons of God, and be per- 
fected and sanctified by the same. 
This is the highest condition attaina- 
ble and is only secured by submittin 
to law, within the domain of whic 
liberty and freedom are complete. 

Life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 

iness—the important essentials of 
— existence are not to be found 
outside of law. There you can find 
chaos, anarchy, the reign of passion

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 
Governor West has gone to Washington to urge upon Congress the necessity 
of making an appropriation for government buildings in Salt Lake City. 
The Annual Conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
convened in Salt Lake City on the 5th inst. The report of the proceedings 
will be published in the Star beginning in our next issue. 


The farmers of Pleasant Grove, Utah County, are preparing to plant a 


larger acreage in potatoes this season than usual. Some sixty car loads have 
been shipped out this spring for the eastern markets. It is said the granger 
finds this kind of crop pays better than any other with the same outlay. 

In the suits against the Church, now before the Territorial Supreme Court, 
Moroni M. Sheets was subpcenaed as a witness on the 2nd of April, but refused 
to answer each and every question put to him by the prosecution. The Court 
held a brief consultation and then decided the prisoner to be guilty of contempt 
of court. He was committed to the custody of the marshal until he purges 
himeelf of the contempt or answers the questions or is dismissed by the Court.

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The celebrated Shakespearian tragedians, Edwin Booth and Lawrence 
Barrett, filled a short engagement at the Salt Lake Theatre, beginning on the 
evening of the 30th of March. Othello, Hamlet, and Julius Cesar were the 
pieces performed. The excitement created by the event may best be judged 
by the fact that people began to crowd about the door of the ticket office the 
day before it was opened for the sale of seats, and that one gentleman, a pro- 
minent merchant and official, paid $100 for four tickets to one of the per- 
formances. 


The Board of Commissioners on Capitol Grounds, consisting of Governor 
West, Thomas Marshall and James Sharp, of Salt Lake City; Joseph Stan- 
ford, of Ogden; A. O. Smoot, Jun., of Provo; Aaron Farr, of Logan, and 
Anthon H. Lund, of Manti; held a meeting recently. George E. Blair was 
elected secretary, and Messrs. Sharp, Smoot and Stanford were appointed an 
executive committee. It was decided to advertise for plans and bids for an 
iron fence to enclose the grounds, and it will be erected as soon as possible. 
It will cost in the neighborhood of $10,000. The idea of grading the grounds 
planting trees, erecting buildings and joining with the city in building a 
reservoir, and generally improving and beautifying the property, was dis- 
cussed at length. 


Salt Lake County is a long way ahead of any other county in the Territory 
in the number and costliness of its canals. There are six large irrigating 
canals issuing from the river Jordan, four on the west side and two on the 
east, and the probability is that they will completely drain the river bed dur- 
ing the present year, and it is doubtful whether even then nearly enough 
water can be obtained from the river to irrigate the land located under the 
canals, as the Utah Lake is said to be very low and much less snow in the 
mountains than usual. It is a pity that the water now flowing to waste down 
the river cannot be held back in the Utah Lake until the season for irrigating 
arrives. The Utah Lake is a natural reservoir with sufficient capacity to 
irrigate the whole of Salt Lake County lying below its level, and it is expected 
some amicable arrangement may yet be made between the two counties to 
secure this desireable end. 


It is announced that President Cleveland bas pardoned William D. New- 
son, of the Eleventh Ward, Salt Lake City, and Peter S. Barson, of Clarkston, 
Cache County. The first named is granted a pardon on the ground of ill 
health. He was arrested on the charge of polygamy and unlawful cohabita- 
tion on May 8, 1885, and on conviction, was sentenced to imprisonment for 
three and a half years and to pay a fine of $800 and costs. He had but a short 
time to serve. Mr. Barson was sentenced by Judge Henderson, on November 
Ast, to imprisonment for six months and to pay a fine of $100, for unlawful 
cohabition, and had less than a month to serve, exclusive of the committment 
for the fine. His plural wife died before his trial. The comment of President 
Cleveland upon the judge who passed sentence is a severe rebuke for his 
vindictiveness, It is as follows: The death of his plural wife before con- 
viction put an end to the convict’s polygamy, and the law should have been 
satisfied if his sentence had been nominal.” 
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THE CONVERSION OF A JEWISH RABBL

Last week we took occasion to refer to the conversion of a number of La- 
manites— American Indians in Arizona, under the labors of Elder Tenney, 
and alluded to the prophecies in the Book of Mormon that began to be ful - 
filled by the spreading of the Gospel and the manifestation of its power among 
that people.

The first Nephi prophecying concerning the record which he, by the spirit

And it shall come to pass that the Jews which are scattered, also shall 
begin to believe in Christ; and they shall begin to gather in upon the face of 
the land; and as many as shall believe in Christ, shall also become a de- 
lightsome people. And it shall come to pass that the Lord shall commence 
his work among all nations, kindred, tongues and people, to bring about the 
restoration of his people upon the earth (1 Nephi xxx, 7, 8.) 

The grand mission of the Book of Mormon is to be a mew witness for God 
in this unbelieving generation; and as such, it is to go forth and assist in 
converting the Jews as well as other unbelievers, that Jesus is the Messiah, 
the Redeemer of the world. To this end was it written and preserved to 
come forth in this generation. The predictions contained in it respecting 
its going to the Jews, and convincing them that Jesus is the Messiah, are 
quite numerous. Mormon, who in the main is the author of the Book of 
Mormon, writing near the close of his record, and addressing the remnants 
of the house of Israel, says:

and the very God (Book of Mormon iii, 20, 21). 

And again: 

Now these things are written unto the remnant of the house of Jacob; 
. « + , and behold they shall go unto the unbelieving of the Jews; and 
for this intent shall they go; that they may be — that Jesus is 
Christ, the Son of the living God; that the Father may bring about, thro 


his most Beloved, his great and eternal purpose, in restoring the Jews, or all 
the house of Israel to the land of their — which the Lord thelr God 


— * them, unto the fulfilling of his covenant (Book of Mormon v, 
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And now when we see one who was once a Jewish Rabbi accepting the 
Book of Mormon, and quoting the promises and predictions therein respect- 
ing his race, and glorying in the knowledge of Jesus Christ as the promised 
Messiah, we can but rejoice in the circumstance as an evidence that God is 
about to commence the fulfillment of His promises to that branch of the house 
of Israel. May God grant that His Spirit and power may be with this man, 
and make him a witness for Christ among his brethren; that the promises 
recorded by the Nephite prophet may have their fulfillment, and the house of 
Israel receive the blessings which God has held in reserve for them.

THE situation in Europe is again becoming threatening. General Boulanger, 
the present popular idol of France, and the recognized man of war“ of his 
country, though lately turned out of the army for disobeying the orders of 
his superiors, has been elected to the French Chamber of Deputies by an 
overwhelming majority. So complete has been his success that it is thought 
the popular General will seize the supreme power in France, which, if he 
does, the world may well tremble for the peace of Europe. What makes the 
prospect more gloomy is the fact that the disease which for so long has 
threatened the life of the Emperor of Germany, is rapidly approaching a 
crisis, and his life is despaired of. His successor to the throne will be Crown 
Prince William, whose hatred of the French and impetuous nature will in- 
cline him to meet France more than half way. | 

A London correspondent of the Liverpool Jost, referring to the probable 
crisis reached in the illness of the German Emperor, and the effect his death 
would have on the European situation, says: 

What makes the situation peculiarly interesting just now is the crisis in 
France which has brought G-neral Boulanger to the front. With General 
Boulanger in power in Paris, and the present Crown Prince on the throne at 
Berlin, the chances of the maintenance of the peace of Eurupe—which but 
l.tely seemed ussured—wili be grievously imperilled. II—as is now the 
scarcely veiled o. aga Boulanger seizes the supreme power in 
France, all bis earlie~t effort must necessarily be devoted to the satisfaction 
of the Army and the strengthening of the fortresses. His ratson d’etre is, if 
not war, at .east the prospect of war, and it will be impossible for him, what- 
ever good intent he may secretly cherish, immediately to assume a peaceful 
a'titude. This touches the danger which exists on the side of Germany. 
Prince Bismarck always believed that the hour of attempted reprisals on the 
— of France ag inst Germany was only deferred. His policy has been 10

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tation which has been sedulously followed ever since Sedan. This time last 
ear, about the time General Boulanger began to ap over the military 
orizon, he had decided that the hour had come, and a state of things was 
brought about which, according to Lord Salisbury’s ded way of putting 
it, was somehow or other warded off. But with the old Emperor in his grave, 
the Emperor Frederick also passed away, and the firebrand William on the 
throne, there would be too much reason to fear that any military manceuvre 
which President Boulanger might feel it necessary to indulge in would draw 
fire from Germany. R.

About 5,000 German and Irish emigrants left Liverpool en route for America on the 
morning of the 19th inst. ! 

Last year was exceptionally fatal to places of amusement, no fewer than eighteen

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being either whelly or partially destroyed by fire, with an sccompanying los of about 
400 lives. 

The curious phenomenon of “‘ red snow” was observed the other day in the Gail Valley, 
Tyrol. It appears the sise of the hand on the white surface of the snow, and when left 
to melt on a piece of paper, there remains a brick-colored sediment. 


The lager beer brewers throughout the United States have locked out the whole of 
their workmen. The issue involved is the refusal of the brewers to sign a contract bind- 
ing themselves to employ only union men, and to use the materials handled exclusively 
by unionists. The total number of men locked out is 75,000. 


M. Gervais, a French authority, says there are men capable of bearing arma—in Ger- 
many, 5,000,000; in France, 4,500,000; in Austria-Hungary, I, 800, 000; in Italy, 2,000,000; 
in England, 800,000; in Russia, 6,000,000; and in all the other European States, 4,000,000, 
That gives a total of 25 millions. Of that number 10 millions are trained soldiers. 

The annual spring influx of emigrants to the United States is larger than usual. They 
are arriving at New York now at the rate of a thousand a day, and nearly 54,000 have 
arrived since January 1. This is 3,000 more than the first three months of last year. 
The news is published from London that the rush of Irish emigrants is so great that the 
Transatlantic companies are unable to acoommodate them. 


According to a letter from the German-Russian frontier, the outbreak of a war with 
Austria is more than ever expected in Russian military circles. At the same time 
opinions as to the probable result of a war are said to be very much divided, and there 
are not wanting those who apprehend the worst. In some Russian quarters a military 
catastrophe would even be considered as a great boon, as likely to initiate a new era of 
reform. 


The Treus Zeitung reports that a general strike amongst the various trades in Ger- 
many appears imminent. In addition to the recent strike at Mayence, where there was 
rioting, the shoemakers, glassblowers, burnishers, nailmakers, blacksmiths, bricklayers 
and stonemasons of Berlin have struck. Several thousands of weavers have turned out 
at Reichenbach, in Saxony, and at Halle a serious encounter between the strikers and 
some soldiers is reported. 


The returns of the Government sales of land in the United States for the fiscal year 
ended June, 1887, show that the total area disposed of was 17,406,658 acres. This enor- 
mous extent of land is really new land actually sold for cash to speculators and others, or 
alloted to settlers intending to build homesteads thereon, or as timber lots. It does not 
include land certified to the railway companies, swamp lands alloted to the various State 
Governments, or mere transfers to be held on public account until they are required for 


actual settlement. The land sold to speculators and others is equal to the whole area of 
the three States of Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Vermont. In 1885-86 the quan- 


tity sold was upwards of 18,000,000 acres, in 1884-85 upwards of 16,000,000 acres, in 1883- 
84 upwards of 18,000,000 acres, and in 1882-83 very nearly 17,000,000 acres.

EDUCATION OF THE Younc.—As each step of a ladder is useful only when those below 
it have been firmly trodden, so each step in education depends for its success upon the 
previous steps having been well taken. Thus the very earliest years of school-life de- 
mand at least as much ability, judgment, experience, and clear-sightedness in the teacher 
as do any subsequent ones, if not more. To commit the little ones to any but compe- 
tent and responsible hands is one of the most fatal errors that can be made in education.
